A Burglar Arrested in St. 


Louis Says He Killed 


Chicago Dentist. 


East St. Louis, 111., Oct. 24.—After 


giving details as to many local rob- 
beries and hinting at two murders, Lee 
Rhoadus, who was arrested here yes- 
terday, was put in a cell by the police 
with instructions that no one was to 
see him until noon today. 


One of the murders Rhoadus inti- 


mated he knew about was of a man 
named Michaels of ' Chicago.

other was of a 
Captain Potter of 


northern Missouri. The police believe 
the Michaels murder referred to the 
mysterious death ot Dr. F. "W. Mi- 
chaelis in Chicago Aug. 5. Rhoadus, 
after admitting he was in Chicago at 
the time, refused to discuss the details. 


Rhoadus admist he is the man who 


has been called the "Candy Bandit," 
because he always took candy from 
the stores of the men he robbed. He 
says he expects to he hung. 


Mrs. Rhoadus said today she and 


her husband went to Chicago the last 
o£ July. 


Told Wife of the Shooting. 


"On the night of Aug. 5," said Mrs. 


Rhoadus, "my husband came home 
with his coat spotted with blood. He 
told me he had been shot in the right 
shoulder while robbing a drug store. 
Later he told me he had held up and 
shot a doctor. 


"The next morning the newspapers 


were full of the murder of a dentist, 
but I don't remember i[ the name was 
Miehaelis. "ft'e came back to St. Louis 
Aug. 2S. He continued robbing stores 
in St. Louis and then we moved here." 


Rhoadus, before he was placed in a 


cell, said he took $180 and a, diamond 
from tho man'he killed. Miehaelis had 
money and jewelry on his person whrn

ocean ferry today marvels at the di- 
rectness and narrow limit of the 
"steamer lanes" to and Irom Europe. 


They are laid by the shortest way to 


a. fraction of mile. The steamers keep 
to them, as a train keeps to Its track. 


It was Matthew Fontaine Naury who 


mapped out these routes, and there has 
not been occasion for the slightest de- 
viation in them since he laid them 
down. When this had been accom- 
plished. in»1853—time has shown ttove 
well It was done—the merchants and 
•underwriters of New York presented 
him with a sen-ice of silver plate and 
a purse of $5,000. 
He had done the 


same thing for steam that he had done 
for sailing craft with his charts and 
Bailing directions, 


Menwhile Maury had studied the 


greatest American river and furnished 
'the first collation of exact knowledge 
about Its velocity, precipitation anjj 
«vaporation. In short, he told the peo- 
ple of the great Mississippi basin and 
delta what to expect of the mighty 
stream. The guages that measured its 
rise and fall were his. A plan for re- 
deeming its "drowned lands," by dik- 
ing and other means, was his. 


The knou-ledse of the river that he 


gave the country an« His plan for sav- 
ing its flooded lands has been worth 
millions. 


Columbus crossing the unknown sea, 


laid down tor himself only one hard 
and fast rule of navigation. He must 
steer west 
Of the winds ha should 


meet, or the currents that might help 
or check his progress, he knew noth- 
ing. 


One of the moat Interesting facts in 


the development of navigation, from 
his time to the present, is that com- 
prehensive knowledge of the mysteries 
of the winds and tides of the ocean re- 
mained until an American of the nine- 
teenth century.

Maury, made them clear. 


Mnury has been called ^'th« path- 


finder of the seas." lie has been com- 
pared with Columbus for the impetus 
h« gave the art of navigation. Yet 
Columbus is remembered by the whole 
world, and Maury Is forgotten or un- 
known, even in his own country. 


Sailor* there are, 
and 
scientists, 


here and there, who value Maury at 
his true worth. 
Among them men 


have come forward from time to time 
to do him substantial honor, though 
with little encouragement. 


Memorial at Hampton Roads. 


At present the erection of a monu- 


ment to Maury is the subject of a bill 
that may be passed in'congress in the 
coming session. The bill, presented in 
the last session, provides for $50,000 
with which to erect a Maury memorial 
at Hampton Eoads. 


Considering- the character of Maury's 


work, his birthplace, which was Vir-. 
glnla, his service to his country as a 
whole and mankind in general, this 
haven on the border of the sea, mid- 
way between north and south on the 
Atlantic seaboard, would be most .fit- 


The idea of erecting a memorial to 


Maury originated with Julius Palmer, 
a Boston shipowner and shipmaster, 


~iri 1830. In his original plea for some 
, such monument Captain Palmer cou- 
pled Maury's name with that ot Co- 
lumbus, and quoted the late Mellen 
Chamberlain as classing Maury among 
the greatest of Americans. 


Captain- Palmer prepared a. bill for 


honoring-Maury, hut the bill was bur- 
ied in the pigeonholes of congress. One 
fact in Maury's career weighed with 
the politicians of that period, more 
heavily than the acknowledged great- 
ness of his 
achievements—he 
had 


-served the lost cause In the civil war. 


Times have changed and sentiment, 


too, in the past twenty years, 
and 


there is now a more stable basis for 
hope that Maury will be honored by 
consress. 


Nor did Maury confine his studies in 


meteorology to the sea. 
When the 


value of his work became apparent to 
tho world an international 
congress 


•was held in Brussels, at the instance 
o£ tho United States, and at this con- 
ference Maun' advocated the extension 
, of meteorological study to the land 


also and the formation 
of weather 


bureaus, for the benefit of agriculture. 


This idea he continued to advocate 


in his papers and addresses all over 
the country to the end of his life. He 
tvas the true father of the weather 
bureau, as it exists today—an agency 
that saves the farmers of the nation 
millions on millions every year, 
by 


giving timely warnings of approaching 
storms and-frosts. 


Founded Observatory. 


Maury also was the founder of the 


•national observatory. 
The simple bu- 


reau of charts ^nd Instruments that 
had been intrusted to him, as a naval 
officer incapacitated for, active service 
by disability, became a powerful ele- 
ment in the nation's development in 
science. 
'"' 


Maury also was the pioneer who 


showed the way for laying the Atlantic 
cable. Hfs busy brain first conceived 
the practicability 
of laying a cahje 


across the bottom of the ocean- 
He 


knew what the ocean floor looked like. 
He conducted the soundings for Jthe 
cable path. He devised the machinery 
for laying the great strand o£ wire and\, 
rubber from continent to continent.' 


In tho celebration over the opening 


of the coble sen-ice Cyrus Field said: 
"Maury furnished the brains. England 
gave the money. I flid the work." 


Mnury's life story !s a lesson to 


young America. Ho was born Jnnw- 
ary 14. ISOfi. in SpoUsylvnnia. county, 
ten miles from "Fredericksburg; of a 
good family.- who were not rich In the 
world's goods. When he was but five 
years Old his parents removed to Ten- 
nessee. 
Very scant, therefore, were 


his ediicafiorml advantages.

The Thames Ironworks is of excep- J 


tional interest at the present moment, j 
for here the first-Thames Dreadnought 
the Thunderer, is being built, and the 
illustration, which wr-a. made . on the* • 
spot, shows a. process in its construc- 
tion. that'of bending the ribs or frames 
of the vessel. This process is a very 
simple ..one and is curried out In the 
following manner: 
A sectional steel 


bar or frame Is places in the Curnace. 
where it remains unti* white hot; it is 
then drawn out and conveyed to the 
bending and beveling slab, which is a 
steel floor perforated with holes. Prior 
to this operation an iron bar of the 
required curve n£ tiie trame has been 
prepared and laid on the floor and kept 
in position by metal Mocks, which in 
turn are held firm by means ot cotter 
pins driven into the holes of the floor. 
The white hot frarnje Is brought to this 
mould and brnt round agfflinst It with a 
tool called the wc?ec. which Is being 
manipulated by the men on the left of 
the picture.

"Yes." said Minister Talma, of t h f j 


department of agriculture, commercf 
and labor, "the problem of social in- 
surance and the protection of the la- 
borer against the risks of his employ- 
ment is certainly one of the greatest 
questions of this century. Holland has 
squarely faced this problem and is 
bravely struggling with its difficulties. 
My predecessors In office began' with 
the accidents compensation law some 
years ago and while the legislation^ln 
this direction has brought a good deal 
of disappointment, wo have not become 
discouraged. The principle is right; it 
is only th« more or less faulty con- 
struction of the law that has led to in- 
adequate results. 
t 


"Now, my Idea has always b*en to 


make a connecting link between all the 
branche» of social insurance—the ac- 
cidents, the sickness, tli« 
Invalidity 


and old age pensions—and to place 
them for the greater part under the 
control of a special separate corpora- 
tion or body comoosed of 
persons 


whose 
own interests 
are involved 


therein. 
Half of this corporation or 


council should be work givers and the 
Other half laborers or work takers, to 
be chosen by their fellow workers and 
feljow employers. 
The crown should] 


name the president; and persons of 
technical legal and medical knowledge 
'should also be Included. 


One Hundred Councils in All. 


"In fact, these labor councils, ns I 


have nam«d them In a bill I have just 
laid before parliament, ore to be mod- 
eled upon the same principle as the 
councils of the 'polder' or water dis- 
tricts. These are the most truly popu- 
lar institutions Tn Holland. 
A labor 


council will he instituted for 
every 


district of 25,000 Inhabitants, so that 
there will be some one hundred coun- 
cils in all. To these will be confided 
the .task of organizing and administer- 
ing everything that concerns labor In- 
•urancft and labor welfare generally. 


"Great latitude will be left them to 


make enactments for better sanitary 
and protective methods, and to reduce 
the risk to life and limb for the work- 
ers-in the various employments. As a 
great divergence exists between con- 
ditions in large .cities-and those in 
country districts, every labor council 
will concern Itself with Its own special 
district. The councils may fix the sum 
to be paid as Indemnity, but It "must al- 
waya.be above, the stipulated minimum 
of SO percent, of the wages. They fix 
the salaries for their own staff of tech- 
nical assistants. 


Will Help Each Other. 


"Each labor council will have under 


Its care the money deposited as premi- 
ums on the Insurance. To begin with 
they will have the sickness fund, for 
It is In connection wth the sickness in- 
surance enactment that these councils 
will start their work. Later on, when 
invalidity and old age acts shall have 
been.passed, they will also administer 
those funds. When the accidents.law 
is amended Its administration will he 
turned over to the councils, eliminat- 
ing th%"-. unpopular. government bank. 
Later modifications of the'insurance 
laws will not affect tho councils. 


"In this way a bond will he created 


between all the branches -of insurance, 
so they can be of help to each other. 
Experience gained In one case will help 
in other?. The simulating 'workman 
found out, say in sickness insurance, 
will be'so much the more easily un- 
earthed If he- tries the same trick in 
other branches of insurance. 


"I believe that, these labor councils 


*ill take an interest in their work; as 
It is for their own benefit, each district 
Raving its own fund the more econom- 
ically this Is administered the greater 
will be the good to be reaped there 
from and the lower premium paid. 
The sickness insurance, as I 
liave 


planned it, arranges for the institu- 
tion of a fund that will pay the In- 
sured one-half of their usual wages. 
The numerous existing sick funds In 
Holland need not disappear If only 
they -will conform to certain regula- 
tions and government Inspection. Ap- 
plicants foe money must also prove 
satisfactorily that they 
are 
under 


proper medical care."
